As Ineradicable as the Climate,

It, no doubt, may be alleged, and with

Lake Forest citizens, who have not been 
enthusiastically friendly to the naval train- 
ing school, are conducting a crusade of their 
own to purify the waters near Lake Forest, 
and thus unwittingly, perhaps, are helping 
Senator Alger’s purpose. 


Alger Starts the Crusade. 

Senator Alger visited Lake Forest last 
summer and learned from Dr. Haven, the 
health officer of Lake Forest, of the sanitary 
agitation that was being carried on fn an 
effort to secure relief from the polluted 
waters incident to the tannery at Kenosha 
and the glucose factory at Waukegan, and 
in company with Dr. Haven made an auto- 
mobile trip to Lake Bluff and found from 
the engineering staff there that similar sani- 
tary conditions existed. It. was supposed 
at the time that Senator Alger was merely 
a summer visitor at Lake Forest, but in 
view of recent developments it is thought 
that theer was method in his visit. 


Appeal to Board of Health. 

It seems that the pollution of the waters 
of Lake Michigan have been a source of great 
annoyance to the residents of Lake Forest 
for many months. Recently a number of 
residents employed the legal firm of Scott,

MAN’S CONFESSION CLEARS UP 
MYSTERY IN BANK ROBBERY. 


Lima, 0., Theft of $18,000 Seven Years 
Ago Is Admitted by Janitor, Impli- 
cating Another, 


Lima, O., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—-The mystery 
surrounding the robbery seven years ago of 
the American National bank of $18,000 was 
cleared up today by the confession to Prose- 
cutor William Klinger of @jijah Bowsher, 
formerly janitor of the Faurot opera house 
block, in which the bank was located. 

Bowsher and Thomas Wilkins, a real estate 
agent, were indicted by the grand jury last 
week for the robbery and today Bowsher ex- 
onerated Wilkins, but implicated Benjamin 
Cc. Faurot, formerly a millionaire and presi- 
dent of the old National Dank. Faurot died 
penniless in Sandusky a year ago. 

None of the vault doors, locks, or time 
locks of the bank had been damaged, and the 
theory was that Cashier Kalb and Vice 
President Michael had committed the crime. 
Michael was indicted two years later, but 
Prosecutor Klinger withdrew the indictment. 

Later Mrs. Wilking told Klinger in an idle 
conversation that Kalb and Michael were 
not guilty. The prosecutor finally got Mrs. 
Wilkens’ assistance a month ago, a meeting

Damages Demanded from Wealthy Mil- 
waukeean by Man Who Introduced to 
Him the Woman He Wedded. 


James L. Gates of Milwaukee, an exten- 
sive owner of Wisconsin lands, who was mar- 
ried last August to Mrs. Gertrude R. Moulton 
after a romantic courtship, 
has been sued by Harry Mills, 40 Dearborn 
street, in three separate suits—one of $25,000, 
for alleged false arrest; another of $25,000, 
for defamation of charact@r, and a third of 
$10,000, to recover damages on a contract. 
Claude Young of Chippewa Falis, Wis., 
caused the arrest of Mills last Saturday on 
a charge of securing $7,500 from him by 
fraudulent methods in the transfer of 320 
acres of Wisconsin land which Young bought 
on contract from the present Mrs. Gates and 
Mr. Mills.

IN FIRE RATES. 
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Would Follow Removal of — 
Fire Marshal Campion. 


UNION PLAN IS FEARED. 


Believe Demand of Federation of 
Labor Forecasts Attempt to 
Organize Department. 


Higher fire insurance rates for Chicago 
were predicted yesterday by the Under- 
writers’ association as the first thing that 
would follow the removal of Fire Marsha] 
Campion by Mayor Dunne on demand of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. There also 
was general apprehension that the position 
taken by the federation forecast a labor 
union organigation among the firemen. 

This apprehension is due to the fact that 
= r host” is forming somewhere un- 
der the leadership of John J. Fitzpatrick to 
swoop down upon’Mayor Dunne in the city 
hall and try to compel him, by force of num- 
bers, to extend the hand of friendship to the 
unions and to install the double platoon sys- 
tem atonce. The “ host "’ will be 500 strong 
and is expected to move as soon as recruited. 

As a result Edward M. Teall. president of 
the underwriters, was urged by leading La 
Salle street insurance men to call at once 
on the mayor and acquaint him with their 
position. Mr. Teall will do this probably 
today. 

. Matter in Abeyance, Says Mayor. 

Mayor Dunne would not declare himself as 
to the matter. What he was willing to say, 
however, indicated that the head of the fire 
department is not yet out of his position. His 
remark was: 

“‘ Chief Campion and myself have arranged 
that there will be a trial of the double pla- 
toon system. That trial will be had as soon 
4&8 possible. Until itis had the whole dis- 
pute naturally will remain in abeyance.” 

Insurance men were greatly stirred by the 
action of the federation on Sunday in pass- 
ing a resolution directed against Marshal 
Campion and all other officers of the fire 
department who were opposed to the double 
platoon system. QRepresentatives from the 
leading fire insurance companies called on 
Mr. Teall at the office of the underwriters, 150 
La Salle street, to discuss the situation. 

“If Mayor Dunne ts forced by this ‘ double 
platoon power’ to remove Marsha! Campion 
from office, there will be an immediate ad- 
vance in insurance rates,"’ declared Mr. 
Teall at the conclusion of the conference. 
“The double platoon element is doing its 
best to disorganizé and demoralize the de- 
partment, and if it succeeds in its present 
object and puts in as marshal a man of its 
own selection,*the underwriters will have no 
confidence in him. 


Have Confidence in Campion. 

“The insurance men of Chicago have con- 
fidence in Marshal Campion. He has brought 
the department up to as high a state of effi- 
ciency as is possible with the men at his dis- 
posal. He cannot be used as a tool by poli- 
ticians or labor unions. I should like to see 
twice aS many men as we have now in the 
fire department, but undér the present state 
of the city’s finances that is out of the ques- 
tion, and it goes without-saying that we can- 
not have the double platoon system, because 
we haven’t the men. It is not necessary to 
add that the system has been tried in New 
York and found impractical. 
“I am not opposed to organized labor, but 
when the fire department gets into politics 
and labor unions it will be a sorry day for 
this city.” 


“Committee” to Visit Mayor. 


Fitzpatrick, who is to lead the ‘“Jjabor 
host” to the cfty hall, said in the afternoon 
that he intended to take up the cause of the 
city firemen in earnest, and that backed by 
the action of the Federation of Labor, he will 
lead a monster “ committee " to the mayor 
to demand that the double platoon system be 
installed without delay. The project will 
be taken up tomorrow at the meeting of the 
executive board of the federation. In the 
meantime Mayor Dunne will have received 
a copy of the federation’s resolutions. 

“If the mayor sidesteps, the ‘ big commit- 
tee ' will get into action,”’ said Fitzpatrick. 

Fitzpatrick’'s plan is to impress the mayor 
by a show of numerical strength. He would 
march the “ host’’ into the mayor’s office 
in the city hall and line them up in formida- 
ble front. When the mayor had been suffi- 
ciently impressed with the size of the *‘ com- 
mittee ’’’ he would be enlightened as to the 
object of their visit. 


Outlines Plans of Committee. 

** We would explain to him first,’’ said Fitz- 
patrick, “‘that we remember distinctly his 
preélection pledges. Then we would ask 
him if he still was friendly toward unions, 
and, if so, we would give him a chance to 
prove it by cutting the firemen’s hours of 
labor in two.” 

A number of labor leaders, according to 
Fitzpatrick, already have signified their will- 
ingr.ess to be a part of the “ host.’’ He an- 
ticipates no trouble in enrolling 500. 

After the mayor—in case he does prove 
‘ friendly ’’—has instituted the two platoon 
system in the fire department, Fitzpatrick, 
who is the organizer of the Federation of 
Labor, says that steps will be taken to form 
the men into unions and affiljate them with 
the central labor body. Once unionized, the 
firemen would have nothing to do but put 
out fires and rest between times. .All car- 
penter work, steamfitting, and repairs would 
be done by other union men of the“ proper ”’ 
crafts. 

City to Use Brick Made by Convicts. 

That the brick manufactured at the bride- 
well by the city’s prisoners may not enter the 
open market to compete with the brick made 
by the workingmen of the city, Mayor Dunne 
in the afternoon instructed the heads of the 
various departments to use the convict brick 
for all buildings being constructed by the 
municipality. The use of the bridewell brick 
will also be a great saving to the city, as it 
can be sold to the different departments for 
$6.50 a thousand, where outside brick costs 
$8 a thousand.

Partnership Dissolved Last Week. 

The partnership of Deneen & Hamill was 
dissolved formally. last week. Mr. Hamil] 
is a graduate of Yale university and lives in 
the Second ward. He was one of the Deneen 
leaders in the ward contest against Hanecy 
and has political strength. 

Mr. Rowe has been affillated with Richard 
Yates during his political career. As chair- 
man of the state organization, he sided with 
Yates. in several contests inside the party. 
One of the reasons for his retirement is found 
in the fact that he is from Morgan county 
and that county is topheavy with appoint- 
ments, having been the home of Yates and 
especially favored for this reason. Mr. 
Yates would have liked to save all his ap- 
pointees from his home county, but some of 
them had to go and Mr. Rowe was one.

Fearful Sufferings of Crew of 
Wrecked Schooner Off 
Carolina Coast.

FOUR CRAZED BY HORROR. 


Only Two Men Survive to Tell 
Story of Their Sufferings 
on Frail Raft. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 16—A story of ship- 
wreck, in which eight seamen suffered s0 
fearfully from exposure, hunger, and thirst 
that six of them either died outright, were 
washed away, or crazed by the awful experi- 
ence, threw themselves into the sea, was 
told today by the two survivors of the coast- 
ing schooner Vanname and King of New 
Haven, which was beaten to pieces by a gale 
off the South Carolina coast on Oct.6._ . 

The men who lived through the five days 
and. were rescued by the schooner Stillman 
F. Kelly, which arrived here late today, are 
William Thomas and William G. Warnock 
both about 29 years old, 6 feet 3 inches tall, 
and hail from Antigua, British West Indies. 
The six who, one by one, succumbed were: 
Capt. William A. Maxwell of New Jersey; 
Mate E. A. Chase, homa unknown; engineer, 
a German, name unknown; colored steward, 
name unknown; colored seamen, William 
Grizell and Alfred Ar..aur, both of Jamaica. 


At Sea’s Mercy Five Days. 


The Vanname and King, which has been | 


plying up and down the coast since 1886, 
left Charleston, 8S. C., for New York on Oct. 3, 
with a cargo of hard pine. Two days later 
it ran into a heavy gale, and after wallow- 
ing about In the great seas for several hours 
sprang a leak. The pumps were started, but 
within a short time the engine room was’ 
flooded and they were choked. 

At 8 o'clock on the morning of Oct. 6, with 
its hold nearly full of water, the little schoon- 
er was hove down on its beam ends. The 
members of the crew clambered up on the 
weather side and lashed themselves to the 
bulwarks. There they remained, washed by 
the seas that broke over them all day Fri- 


y. 
That night the storm increased in fury, and :

legs of Seaman Arthur and sweeping Grizel! 
from his fastenings. Arthur's companions 
could do nothing to ease his sufferings, but 
when on Saturday the schooner turned com- 
pletely over they managed to cut his lash- 
ings and drag him on a piece of the after 
house. 


Huddled Together on Raft. 


It was several hours before they were all 
huddled together on their little raft. That 
night Arthur died in the arms of Capt. Max- 


Sunday brought a ray of hope when a 
craft was sighted, but the gloom shut in 
again as it passed by without heeding the 
little group of seamen, who ‘frantically 


signaled. 

That night the waves subsided and a little 
rain fell, which was eagerly caught In a tar- 
paulin and brought slight relief. It was 
only temporary, and not long after Mate 
Chase’s mind gave way entirely, and the 
craft was again lightened when he jumped 
into the sea. 

The next victim was Capt. Maxwell. who 
Monday forenoon became violently insane 
and followed his mate’s example of self-

Survivors Rescued in Slings. 


The last victim was the colored steward, 
who died Monday night and whose body 
was consigned to the waters by the two 
remaining seamen. 

Relief came twelve hours later, when the 
schooner Stillmfian F. Kelly, bound up the 
coast from Ceylon, Georgia, to this port, 
sighted the craft and hove to alongside. 

Both Thomas and Warnock had to be taken 
off tin slings, and for two days were unable 
to move. The rescue took place off Cape 
Lookout. 

The seamen still were too exhausted to 
land this afternoon. 


Liner Storm Tossed 24 Hours. 

New York, Oct. 16. — [Special.] — Bat- 
tered during nearly the whole of the 
voyage from Glasgow by terrific seas, the 
Caledonia arrived yesterday, and the passen- 
gers told of hurricane weather and constant 
vigil on the part of Capt. Baxter and his 
officers. In the same great storm that 
brought death to the passengers on the 
Cunarder Campania, the Caledonia plunged 
on Wednesday. 

For twenty-four hours the liner struggled 
against the engulfing seas, while behind the 
steel doors of the deck houses the cabin 
passengers were imprisoned as the inrush of 
water swept the ship’s deck. 

They were terror stricken, and the crash- 
ing of the table crockery as the ship plunged 
into the great hollows, unnerved the bravest. 
Many of the women knelt and prayed 
throughout the night. So far as learned 
there were no serious accidents to passen-

| BARON KOMURA AT HOME. 


Japanese Envoy Receives Cool 
Public Reception; Honored — 
by the .Emperor. 
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TOKIO, Oct. 16.—The mikado today issued 
an fmperial rescript announcing the conclu- 
sion of peace with Russia and explaining why 
peace was made. The rescript asserts that 
Japan's arms have achieved a glorious suc- 
ces and that the position of the empire has 
been strengthened after twenty months of 
war. 

The emperor admonishes the Japanese peo- 
ple, against vainglorious pride, and urges 
therm to take up the avocations of peace in 
order to maintain the prosperity of the toun- 
try. 

Accompanying the emperor’s rescript is 
the full text of the treaty, which was pub- 
lished here today, as it wasin St. Petersburg 
by agreement. The full text reveals nothing 
that has not been printed In the outlines al- 
ready made public. A summary of the treaty 
follows: 

ARTICLE I.—Mutual Pledges of Peace—There 
shall henceforth be peace and amity between 
Russia and Japan. 

ARTICLE II.—Japan Supreme in Corea—Russia 
acknowledges that Japan possesses paramount 
political, military, and economical interests in 
Corea and engages neither to obstruct nor in- 
terfere with measures for guidance, protection, 
and contro] which Japan may find necessary to 
take tn Corea. 

ARTICLE Ill.—Russia Gets Out of Manchuria— 
Both powers to evacuate Manchuria except 
Liaotung peninsula; to restore Manchuria to 
exclusive control of China; Russia disclaims any 
preferential or exclusive rights in Manchuria. | 

ARTICLE IV.—China Given Free d—Japan 
and Russia engage not to obstruct Chinese'ad- | 
ministration of Manchurie. 

ARTICLE V.—Japan Keeps Port Arthir—Russia | 
transfers lease of Port Arthur and Liaotung 
peninsula to Japan, including all concessions, 
public works and properties, all with China's 
consent. 

ARTICLE VI.—Japan Keeps Railroad—Russia as- 
etgens to Japan without compensation the raifl- 
way betweep Changchunfu and Port Arthur, in- 
cluding coal mines. 

ARTICLE VII.—No Military Railroads—Japan and 
Russia agree to use their respective railways in 
Manchuria exclusively for commercial! and in- 
dustrial purposes and nowise for strategic pur- 
poses; does not apply to Liaotung peninsula. 

ARTICLE VIII.—Will Work in Harmony—Japah 
and Russia agree to conclude separate treaty to 
facilitate commerce and traffic on railroads fn 
Manchuria. 

ARTICLE IX%.—Gakhalin Divided—Russia cedes 
to Japan all of Sakhalin island south of fiftieth 
degree north latitude, including all public works 
and properties; neither nation will erect forti- | 
fications; navigation of La Perouse and Strait 
of Tartary to be free. 

ARTICLE X.—Citizens to Be Protected—Russian 
subjects in half of Sakhalin ceded to Japan to 
be protected in full exercise of rights of prop- 
erty. 

ARTICLE XI.—Fishery Rights—Russia grants 
Japanese subjects rights of fishery along coasts 
of Russian possessions in Japan, Okhotsk, and 
Bering seas. 

ARTICLE XII.—New Commercial Treaty—Ressia 
and Japan agree to make new treaty of com- 
merce and navigation, both to have most fa- 
vored nation rights. i 

ARTICLE XIII.—Exchange of Prisoners—Al] pris- 
onefa of war to be exchanged as soon 4s possi- 
ble; each to pay other amounts actually ex- 
pended for care of prisoners. 

ARTICLE XIV.—Ratification—Formal exchange of 
ratifications to take place In Washington &@s 
soon as possible. 

ARTICLE XV.—Language—Treaty signed itn du- 
plicate in both English and French languages. 
EVACUATION—Both powers agree to withdraw 
armies from Manchuria within eighteen months; 
each may maintain railway guards not to ex- 

ceed fifteen men per kilometer. . 


Text, of Mikado’s Rescript. 

The text of the emperor's rescript is as fol- 
lows: 

“We have always deemed it a funda- 
mental principle of our international policy 
to maintain peace in the east and thus assure 
the security of our empire, and the promo- 
tion of this high object therefore has been 
our constant aim; but last year, for reasons 
dictated by the necessity of self-preservation, 
we unfortunately were forced into hostilities 
with Russia. 

‘“* Since the war began our army and navy 
have made adequate provision for home de- 
fense and military preparations within the 
empire itself, and have withstood hardships 
of all kinds during their campaigns abroad, 
and thus have achieved a glorious success. 
Our civil officials, in concord with our diet, 
have diligently performed their duties in fur- 
therance of our will. 

** All measures for the prosecution of the 
war and for the administration of domestic 
and foreign affairs have been properly taken, 
as the exigencies of the situation demanded. 
Our people, frugal and prudent, cheerfully 
have borne the heavy burden of national ex- 
penditure and generously have contributed to 
the war fund, thus assisting, as with one 
will, in advancing the prestige and maintain- 
ing the dignity of the state. 


Gives Ancestors the Credit. 

“The result is due in a large measure to the 
benign spirits of our ancestors, as well as to 
the devotion to duty of our civil and military 
officials and the self-denying patriotism of all 
our people. 

“After twenty months of war the position 
of the empire has been strengthened and the 
interests of the country advanced, and inso- 
much as we have never wavered in our desire 
for the maintenance of peace It is contrary to 
our will that hostilities should be protracted 
and that our people should unnecessarily be 
subjected to the horrors of war. . 

‘‘ When the president of the United States, 
in the interests of peace and humanity, sug- 
gested that the governments of Japan and 
Russia should arrange terms of peace, fully 
appreciating his kindness and good will we 
accepted the suggestion and at the proper 
moment appointed plenipotentiaries to confer 
with those of Russia. 

“The plenipotentiaries of the two coun- 
tries having met and conferred frequently, 
the Russian plenipotentiaries have agreed to 
the proposals of our plenipotentiaries which 
were essential, having in view the objects 
of the war and the maintenance of peace In 
the east, thus manifesting the sincerity of 
their desire for peace. We have examined 
the terms agreed upon by the plenipotenti- 
aries, and, having found them in entire con- 
formity with our will, we have accepted and 
ratified them. 

“ Peace and glory having thus been secured, 
we are hapy to invoke the blessing of the 
benign spirits of our ancestors and to be abie 
to bequeath the fruits of these great deeds 
to our posterity. It is our earnest desire to 
share the glory with our people and long 
enjoy the blessings of peace with all nations. 


Japan and Russia Friends. 


“ Russia again is the friend of Japan, and 
we sincerely desire that the relations of good 
neighborhood, now reéstablished, shall be- 
come both cordial and intimate. 

‘* In -this age, when there is no delay in the 
world’s progress, there should be. no cessa- 
tion of the efforts to improve the administra- 
tion of the nation’s affairs, both internal and 
external. While military efficiency should 
be maintained in full vigor, even in time of

The emperor showed exceptional honor to 
Komura by dispatching to Yokohama, where 
he landed from the Empress of India, Col, 
Inouye, his majesty’s aid de camp, who went 
alongside the steamer in a dispatch boat and 
brought Komura ashore. 

The emperor cordially received Baron Ko-~ 
mura, and the audience lasted over an 
hour. At the close of the audience 
the emperor honored the baron with a writ- 
ten personal message, highly prized by Jap- 
anese statesmen. The message expressed 
satisfaction at the fact that peace was con- 
cluded, and commended Komura’s able sery- 
ices as shown during the negotiations,

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of the Illinois Federation of Women's clubs 
tonight are prisoners in the state peniten- 
tiary. They can't get out if they want to. 
All around them gray walls and stone tow’ 
ers are silhouetted against the sky, and 
all around them armed sentries are pacing 
to and fro. The leaders of the host of Illi- 
noils club women have been sentenced to 
spend four long nights within the massive 
walls. The days are to be spent at hard 
labor in the convention hall of the state fed- 
eration. The prisoners will not be released 
until they have completed their work. Good 
behavior will not shorten their imprisonment. 
Chey got indeterminate sentences. 

The club women were taken into custody 
as they stepped from the special train that 
carried them from Chicago. They were con- 
veyed immediately to the penitentiary. As 
Mrs. James Frake of Chicago, president of 
the federation, alighted from the train. she 
was seized by a tall woman with a collec- 
amon of badges pinned to her official uni- 
orm. 


Mrs. Frake Goes Willingly. 


“I’m here to conduct you to the peniten- 
tiary,”” announced the badge collection in 
stage whispers. Mrs. Frake offered no re- 
sistance. A stout woman in taffeta and lace 
touched Mrs. John D. Sherman on the arm. 

“ All right, I'l go,” said Mrs. Sherman in 
a submissive undertone. Mrs, George R. 
Watkins was the next prisoner taken. Her 
pleadings stirred even the gruff baggageman 
to pity. Mrs. Frank L. Bills was captured 
by a woman with a flaming badge as Mrs, 
Bille was in the act of escaping through a 
side street. Miss Grace Temple was con- 
ducted from the train to the prison In a bus 
under heavy guard, while the last detach- 
ment boarded the train and captured Mrs. 
Bugénie R. Bacon, former president of the 
federation. 

None of the prisoners was handcuffed. 
Warden E. J. Murphy has promised them 
the best treatment possible during the in- 
earceration. Their heads will not be shaved 
and during the day they will be allowed to 
stroll through the streets at will. 


Mrs. Bacon Philosophizes. 


“It is so fortunate we are al] Daughters 
of the American Revolution,”’ philosophized 
Mrs. Bacon as she was led through the 
state’s prison, “for with this blot on our 
escutcheons we could never get in now.” 

“ Don’t call it a blot,”” begged Mrs. Sher- 
man. ‘It is just a blur.” 

“Or a little soot,”’ put.in Mrs. F. K. Tracy, 
“that can be wiped off with a dry cloth.” 

While the officers of the federation were 
being driven to the prison, where they will 
be the guests of Mrs. E. J. Murphy, chair- 
man of local board No. 40, the district vice 
presidents of the federation, members of the 
ten committees, and an army of delegates 
heavily burdened with badges and speeches, 
swept through the streets to the hotel Mun- 
roe and there they vied with one another in 
their efforts to drive the room clerk to de- 
spair.

We can do 
more profitable work in a more dignified 
manner by staying at home and increasing 
our influence in the different political dis- 
tricts. At home it must be our purpose to 
secure the promise of support from legisla-

Strengthen Bond with Women Toilers 


will the federation, at the first 
ee ~teornoll make this radical change 
in the legislative policy, but it also will take 
steps to strengthen the bond between the 
club woman and her sister, the woman toiler. 
The question of extending 4 helping, sisterly 
hand to the woman workers and trades union- 
ists will come before the convention when 
Miss Jane Addams asks it to indorse the bill 
providing for the investigation, by the na- 
tional government. into the conditions under 
which women work. A large number of dele- 
gates are here prepared to plunge the federa- 
tion into the fight of working women for bet- 
ter wages. On this effort the officers of the 
federation frowned tonight. 

“ We must keep away from the wage ques 
tion entirely,” said Mrs. Frake. “Any ac- 
tion on our part in taking sides with labor 
against capital would disrupt the federation, 
as many members are the wives of employ- 
ers. It is our duty, however, to do everything 
possible to uplift the laboring woman and 
improve the conditions under which she tolls, 
and this will be our work. We shall seek 
legislation for the woman workers. 


Working Women on Program. 

As the first step towards carrying out the 
policy of establishing a closer relationship 
between the worker and the woman of leis- 
ure, the feminine toilers, for the first time 
in the federation’s history, have been givena 
place on the eonvention program. It has 
been decided to devote one whole session to 
the question of the woman in industry and 
at this session Miss Agnes Nestor, a glove- 
maker, will tell “the story of the giove- 
makers” and Miss Catherine Finnegan will 
tell ‘‘ the story of the bindery woman,”

Not Like National Banks. 
No one believes that the most carefully 
devised federal system of life insurance in- 
spection could be anything like as complete 
as that applied to the national banks. The 
remedies are entirely different. To stop a 
life insurance company from doing business 
hurts no one but the policy holders them- 
selves. They naturally benefit by all new 
business, and so long as, the company is 
shown to be in a condition to perform its 
written contracts no governmental super- 
vision, whether state or national, can by 
any possibility dig down into the question 
as to the cost of Insurance, or whether the 
officers. are paid too much, or whether the 
commissions of agents are too large, or 
whether the policy holders as a concrete 
proposition are getting the proper returns for 
their money. Even if federal supervision of 
life insurance companies is constitutional, 
about which there is great doubt, it cannot 
be made any more vigilant or effective, than 
the control now exercised by the insurance 
department of the state of Massachusetts, 
which is admitted to be the model for all the 


world. 
Are Premiums Too High? 

I have found that life insurance agents as 
a rule do not believe the rate of premiums is 
too high. They justify the payment of large 
commissions for securing the first year’s 
policy on the theory that few men buy life 
insurance without solicitation.” They insist 
that the business of writing policies is a hard 
one, and that only the most persistent agents 
succeed in making any money. 

They all freely admit in private conversa- 
tion that the condition of affairs in the com- 
panies now under investigation is of such a 
character as to destroy public confidence in 
the whole system of life insurance. They all 
agree, however, that it is a question of ad- 
ministration, and that the integrity of the 
theory of life insurance cannot be assailed 
successfully. There has already begun a 
movement toward the smaller and particu- 
larly the more conservative corporations en- 
gaged in the life insurance business. If that 
movement continues, these practical men 
os pop will force the reform and regener- 
ation of every life insurance c 
United States. ee 


President Roosevelt’s Policy. 

President Roosevelt's idea of publicity as 
a cure for the evil of trust combinations is 
said to be equally the remedy for the debased 
and degrading conditions which have pre- 
vailed in the life insurance business. Oijd 
time agents look for more careful scrutiny 
on the part of the general public not only of 
the conditions of life insurance policies but 
of the sworn reports of the business of the 
different companies. They expect a genera] 
abolition of the deferred premium and ton- 
tine schemes, which, in brief, deprive the 
policy holder of his dividends for a period of 
years, and which make it impossible for him 
to ask for any definite accounting from the 
company until the end of the deferred period. 
The experience of all policy holders who have 
lengthy contracts is an unpleasant one. 

The tendency at the conclusion of the pres- 
ent investigation will surely be in the direc- 
tion of a return to the origina! and simple 
theory of life insurance, which is to provide 
a sum of money for the benefit of designated 
beneficiaries in case of the death of the policy 
holder who has paid the premium. There 
must be more or less of a.separation between 
this abstract idea of life insurance and the 
modern theory of an investment for the bene- 
fit of the policy holder himself. Most of the 
companies nowadays have subordinated the 
interest of the widow and of the children to 
the possibility of a profit for the benefit of the 
living policy holder at the conclusion. ofa 
term of years. 

The deferred dividend policy is doomed. It 
will not take any legislation to accomplish 
this. People will continue to make invest- 
ments in life insurance for the benefit of the 
policy holder himself, but they wil! surely in- 
sist upon some statement of profits at least 
annually, and will no longer consent to accept 
mere estimates for a period of from five to 
twenty years before the actual maturity of 
the obligation entered into by the insurance 


companies. 


BY WESTERN LIFE 
Judge Sustains Demurrer and 


Policy Holders Pass Vote 
of Confidence. 


‘CONTEMPT CHARGE MADE. 


Attorney Declares Officials Vio- 
lated Court’s Verbal Re- 
straining Order. 


The Western Life Indemnity company, 
which has been the object of numerous at- 
tacks from various sources during the last 
five weeks, won a double victory yesterday. 


Late In the afternoon Judge Kohisaat gave 


a decision sustaining the demurrer brought 
by Attorney Isaac Mayer in the injunction 
proceedings which was brought by policy 
holders to prevent the transfer and reinsur- 
ance of the company. This was preceded by 
@ unanimous vote of confidence given Presi- 
dent Moulton, General Manager Rosenfeld, 
and the other officials by the policy holders’ 
noon meeting. 

Although the morning hearing of the argu- 
ment was marred by slight jarring between 
the opposing attorneys, it was quiet in com- 
parison to the session, when the 
legal counsel for the two sides tried to excel 
each other in charges of ulterior motive. Mr. 
Mayer asserted that the policy holders’ legal 
advisers were actuated by the promise ofa 
contingency fee if they won the decision in 
the case, and followed this by a declaration 
that the attack was brought as a blackmail- 
ing scheme. 

Attorney Newman met this accusation with 
another that he repeatedly had offers of 
money to cease the prosecution. They finally 
were quieted and the court rendered his de- 
cision. 

Judge Reads His Decision. 

“ The bill is bad on demurrer, because of Its 
multifarious nature,’ he said, “and these 
parties cannot be enjoined on the facts set 
up in the bill. I do not agree with the 
counsel for the company, who says that pol- 
icy holders have no interest in the concern’s 
surplus fund. I think they have a stable 
interest, and are entitled to their share if 
the company becomes insolvent or goes out 
of business.”’ 

The resolution, expressing the “ belief and 
confidence in the integrity and good faith and 
intentions of the officers of the company,” 
was passed by the policy holders at the meet- 
ing in the Masonic temple with hardly a 
dissenting vote. 


Expert’s Report Given Out. 

The official report of the examination of 
the books of the Western Life Indemnity 
company was made public in the afternoon 
by Assistant Attorney General Gillespie. The 
fact that this statement showed that the 
board of directors, early in August, had 
planned the purchase of a controlling inter- 
est in the Security Life and Annuity com- 
pany, was seized by Attorney Levinson as 
evidence that they intended to manage its 
affairs when the Western Life company had 
been transferred, without reference to the 
policy holders. 

Gen. Moulton and his associates declared 
that it was their intention, if the proposed 
merger was completed, to exchange this 
stock of 8,000 shares, valued at $200,000, for 
other securities, but Attorney Levinson de- 
clared that he will go before Judge Kohisaat 
this morning to charge them with contempt 
of a verbal injunction issued Sept. 25, re- 
straining them from disposing of any of the 
assets of the company. 


CLEVELAND BANK SHUTS DOORS 


Officers of Indemnity Savings Concern, 
Object of Court Proceedings, Declare 
They Will Pay All Depositors. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 16.—The Indemnity 
Savings and Loan company, a banking house 
at 353-355 Superior street, failed to open its 
doors for business this morning. 

The Indemnity Savings and Loan company 
is the concern against which Attorney Gen- 
eral Ellis b€gan quo warranto proceedings 
in the Circuit court on Saturday with a view 
of preventing the company from continuing 
business in this state. The attorney general 
charged that the company had violated the 
state banking laws. H. R. Sanborn, who is 
named as assignee, is the president of the 
company. 

Officers of the institution declare that it is 
absolutely solvent and that depositors can 
readily be paid in full. The bank had, when 
its last statement was issued in June of this 
year, assets and liabilities amounting to 
$1,392,681. The deposits were then $638,661. 


Branch Also Closes Doors. 


Springfield, O., Oct. 16.—The Springfield 
branch of the Indemnity Savings and Loan 
company of Cleveland closed its doors today 
on receipt of instructions from the Cleveland 


office. 


ROOSEVELT SOUNDS A WARNING 


Any One Aiding Applicants for Office in 
Preparing for Civil Service Exam- 
ination Will Be Removed. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—The president’ 
today through the state department pub- 
lished an executive order of importance to 
every employé in the civil service of the 
United States. No explanation of the under- 
lying reason for its issue isgiven. The order 
is as follows: 

No officer or employé of the government shall 
directly or Indirectly instruct or be concerned In 
any manner in the instruction of any persons or 
classes of persons with a view to their special 
preparation for the examinations of the United 
States civil service commission. 

The fact that any officer or employé is found s+ 
engaged shall be considered sufficient cause for his 
removal from the service.

Peoria, Ill., Oct. 16.—[Special.|-—The re- 
sponsibility of Peoria National bank officiais 
in Dougherty’s peculations from the school 
treasury will be investigated by a special 
federal grand jury if Controller of the Cur- 
rency Ridgely finds such inquiry warranted. 

Assistant District Attorne, H. A. Cos- 
verse arrived this morning from Springfield 
ready to take up the bank investigation. 


He learned, however, that Bank Examiner | 


Bosworth will not finish his report to Con- 
troller Ridgely before the latter part of the 
week, and that then no steps will be taken 
not authorised by the Washington authori- 


All Up to Controller. 


Bosworth’s report will go direct to the con- 
troller, and if he is satisfied with the condl- 
tion of the bank therein revealed the inci- 
dent will be closed. If, however, it appears 
that the officials are culpable he is expected 
to recommend a judicial inquiry. 

On account of the length of involved 
in this process it is not likely t.the cur- 
rent jury will be in session when ‘the con- 
troller makes known his decision. It is ex- 
pected to adjourn Saturday or early next 
week at the latest. 

Defaulter Lives Quietly. 

Dougherty is spending the days in his cell 
reading and writing and receiving visits from 
members of his family and counsel, He va- 
ries his occupations by playing solitaire. 

The funerals of Calvin C. Lines and Nel- 
son Burnham, the two aged bank officials 
killed by the shock of the scandal, took place 
today. Dougherty has not been told that 
these old friends are dead, as the effect of the 
news on the defaulter himself is feared by 
the family. . 

His counsel, W. T. Irwin, Joseph Weil, and 
Frank Quinn, held a meeting today at which 
the defense of the accused man was planned. 
It is understood that a determined fight on 
technicalities will be the first inning of the 
trial. The alleged irregularity in the selec 
tion of the grand jury will be set forth. 


MOTHER WINS LIFE INSURANCE. 


Upper Court Holds Murdered Herbert 
N. Noyes of Cleveland, 0., Did 
Contribute to Death. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—The Cir- 
cuit court today confirmed the decision of 
the Common Pleas court in the case of Mrs. 
Ellen Noyes against the United States Cas- 
ualty company for $5,000 on an insurance 
policy carried by her son, Herbert N. Noyes, 
a former resident of Chicago, who was mur- 
dered on Euclid avenue five years ago.

Court; Arrested. 


PROFITS GO TO STANDARD. 


Official Admits: That Two-thirds 
of Dividends Are Turned 
Over to Trust. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 16.—[{Special. }—Charies 
M. Adams, secretary-treasurer of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company, was committed 
this afternoon for contempt because he re- 


fused to answer questions put by Attorney 


General Hadley. He constructively was ar- 
rested and placed in the custody of Charies 
H. Tolles, the notary before whom the 
depositions are being taken for the purpose 
of establishing an alleged community of in- 
terest between the Waters-Pierce and the 


Standard Oil. 

Adams will be allowed to remain at large 
until morning, when attorneys for the com- 
pany will apply to the Cirouit court for a 
writ of habeas corpus.. This proceeding will 
bring up the questions which he refused to 
answer. If it is decided that they are com- 
petent he again will be asked to answer, and 
if he refuses he will be placed in confinement 
until he purges himself of contempt. 

Tomorrow morning Special Co 
Anthony also will decide whether the 
Waters-Pierce company can be required to 
produce books in the quo warranto proceed- 
ings against the Standard Oil, Republic, and 
Waters-Pierce companies. 

The commitment of Adams followed a long 
legal tilt, in which he repeatedly refused to 
answer questions and declined to state his 
reason for doing 80. 

One Answer for All Questions. 

“Who are the directors of the Waters 
Pierce Oi] company?” asked Mr. Hadley. 

“Tl decliné to answer,” replied Adams. 

“On hew much stock does H. Clay Pierce 
get dividends?” 

“I decline to answer.” 

“Who are the stockholders of the com- 
pany? * 

‘I decline to answer.”’ 

“Is two-thirds of the etock owned by M. 
Van Buren of Ardsdale-on-the-Hudson? ” 

“I decline to anewer.”’ 

‘Is it not true that two-thirds of the stock 
in Pierce’s name is held for the Standard 
Oil, and that the dividends on this are deliv- 
ered at the Standard Oil company’s office, 26 
Broadway, New York?’’ 

**I decline to answer.” 


Professes Ignorance of Affairs. 

Hadley then asked that the witness be 
committed for contempt, which was done. 
For more than two hours the attorney gen- 
eral had been firing quéstions at him, to near- 
ty all of which he returned the same answer. 
Repeatedly he was warned that he could be 
held for contempt, but took his cues from 
objections raised by attorneys and steadfast- 
ly declined to reply to most queries. 

He disclaimed all knowledge of the business 
details of the company of which he is an 
officer. So far as he knew it had no con- 
nection with the Standard or Republic com- 
panies. He had visited 26 Broadway, but only 
to call on friends. He did not know why the 
Waters-Pierce company was reorganized in 
1901. He said he formerly lived in Cleveland 
and was connected with the concern now 
‘known as the Standard O!l company thirty 
years ago, but he declined to say what his 
connection was or whether it had anything 
to do with his subsequent action in ailying 
himself with the Waters-Pierce. 

At the morning hearing the principal wit- 
ness wag Charies B. Collins, confidential clerk 
of H. Clay Pierce until September, 1904, when 
Pierce withdrew from the company and was 
succeeded by his son, Clay Arthur Pierce. 


Two-thirds of Profits to Trust. 

Collins testified that the Waters Pierce Oil] 
company paid H. Clay Pierce dividends on 
8,996 out of a total of 4,000 shares of stock 
in the corporation. These dividends, he said, 
seldom fell below 300 per cent on the capital- 
ization of $400,000. He said two-thirds of the 
dividend was forwarded by Mr. Pierce to Mr. 
Tilford, 26 Broadway, New York, the Stan- 
dard offices. Collins, himself, on several occa- 
sions went to New York and handed an en- 
velope containing a check for dividends to 
Tilford, according to the testimony. He 
said two sets of books were kept, one show- 
ing dividend payments to Pierce, the other 
the amount turned over to the Standard 
Oil. 

He said that the reorganization of the com- 
pany in 1901 followed trouble with the Texas 
authorities. Up to that time William H. 
Waters, Charles Carley, and the trustees of 
the Standard Oil each held 1,200 shares of 
the Waters Pierce stock.

He said that he had intrusted his savings, 
soon after paying his wife's funeral expense, 
to an attorney named Herman Zollmer, who 
had an office in the New York Life building. 
The money had been invested in a mortgage, 
which turned out to be worthless, and the 
old man did not recover a dollar. At the 
office formerly occupied by Zollmer it was 
said he had died six months ago in New 
York. 

Andiekuf lived at 230 Division street, and 
did odd jobs, having beén employed last in a 
braid factory.

CRITICISE FE. P. BACON. 


Denounce Plan of Admitting Only 
Men Favorable to New 
Railway Law. 


An objection to the coming Interstate Com- 
merce Law association convention was 
raised yesterday by presidents of a number of 
business ahd shipping associations, who met 

at the Auditorium Annex. 
‘The point raised was against the’statement 
of President E. P Bacon of the association 


i*that only delegates in sympathy with the 


purposes of the convention were wanted at 
the convention which is to be held in Chi- 
c on Oct. 26 and 27. 

result of the meeting was the decision 
to send out a circular urging a full repre- 
sentation of delegates, who will not be re- 
stricted in expressing opinions on the ques- 
tion of governmental supervision of rates. 


Language of the Call. 

The purpose of the approaching convention, 
In the language of the call sent out by Mr. 
Bacon Sept. 18, is— 

“To impress upon congress the extent and 
persistence of the demand of the people in 
all parts of the country for legislation out- 
lined in the president’s last message in the 
following language: ‘The interstate com- 
merce commission should be vested with the 
power, where a given rate has been challenged 
and after a full hearing is found to be un- 
subject to a judicial 
review, what shall be a reasonable rate to 
take its place; thé ruling of the commission 
to take effect immediately and to obtain un- 
less and until it is reversed by the court of 
review.’ ” 


Wants Unanimous Convention. 


Mr. Bacon in his messages to several or- 
ganizations maintained that delegates who 
were not in absolute sympathy with the fore- 
woing would not be welcome at the conven- 
tion. He challenged the eligibility of several 
delegates who, he said, had expressed their 
opposition to the control of railroad rates by 
the interstaZe commerce commission. 

Those present at the meeting signed «@ 
notice directed to the “ trade, industrial, and 
producing associations of the ecountry,”’ 
which says, in part, after detailing the cir- 
cumstances and giving recent méssages sent 
out by Mr. Bacon: 

** We hold it to be of vital importance that 
the bona fide shipping interests of the coun- 
try be represented at thig convention, and 
that these interests should strongly deny the 
right of politicians to make the issue of this 
convention and the subject to be discussed 
therein a weapon for political purposes. 

“If we are refused free speech, and if Mr. 
Bacon sees fit to shut off any portion of the 
business interests of the country from an 
expression of opinion on this vital question, 
steps will be immediately taken so that the 
delegates may have an opportunity else- 
where to giv a full and free expression of 
their views.’’

NOT ENOUGH COMPENSATION. 

The committee on local transportation 
does not consider the compensation offered 
the city by the south side traction company 
sufficient. Some figures have been given out 
on behalf of the company to show that it 
cannot give more. The value of its property 
for reconstruction purposes is estimated at 
$15,000,000 and the cost of. reconstruction 
at $15,000,000, making a total investment 
of $30,000,000. It is assumed that the gross 
earnings for the first year of the franchise 
will be $7,500,000 and that operation and 
upkeep will swallow up $4,875,000. 

It is assumed that of the net earnings of 
$2,625,000, $1,500,000 should be taken as 
“interest on the investment” of $30,000,- 
000. The capital stock of the company is 
$18,000,000, so that the stockholders would 
get an 8 per cent dividend where they now 
get 9 per cent. It is figured that $900,000 
should be set aside annually to makea sink- 
ing fund to take care of the investment. 
The 8 per cent it is proposed to allow the 
city will be $225,000. That sum will include 
license fees and capital stock. Thus all the 
gross earnings are neatly disposed of. 

The sinking fund of $900,000 a year com: 
pounded. at 5 per cent will at the end of 
twenty years provide the stockholders with 
$30,000,000. The ordinance prepared by 
their officers reads that at the expiration of 
the grant, if it be not renewed, the real and 
personal property comprising the system of 
the company shall be purchased at an ap- 
praised valuation. If the plant is kept in 
decent condition, as it should be, the stock- 
holders will get the ten or more millions it 
| will be appraised at and will also have the 
$30,000,000 of the sinking fund. Outof the 
$40,000,000 or more they will be able to re- 
pay the money that may be borrowed for 
purposes of reconstruction and have enough 
left to make good their so-called investment. 

The company can afford to make a better 
offer than the one it has made. It has put 
the cost of reconstruction at an extreme 
figure. The gross and net earnings of the 
road will increase enormously after the serv- 
ice shall have been improved, and the com- 
pany desires to keep for itself too large a 
share of the increased earnings. Better fa- 


cilities for travel increase the volume of ! 
ia long time to get what is coming to him, 


travel wonderfully, as has been illustrated 
in New York. In a single quarter of the 
year after the opening of the subway $700,- 
000 more was paid in 5 cent fares for local 
transportation than was paid a year ago.

| it now offers? ‘The compahy thust do some- 
| thing to make its ordinan¢e more acceptable 
as regards compensation to the city. 


THE NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 

The national board of trade was organized 
in 1868. For several years it gave promise 
of great usefulness, but in the course of 
time it became little better than a respect- 
able mutual admiration society. It had the 
same man for president for over thirty 
years, in spite of his age and infirmities. 
The board failed to realize the high expecta- 
tions of its founders. It did not do so much 
to promote the efficiency and extend the 
usefulness of the various commercial and 
manufacturing organizations of the country 
as was hoped for. Some years ago the Chi- 
cago board of trade severed its connection 
with the national board of trade, for it saw 
nothing to be gained by maintaining the 
connection. 

An effort is making now to’secure for that 
organization the prominent position and the 
influence which it ought to have. Active 
men are taking the national board of trade 


out of the rut it has been in for many years’ 


and are seeking to make it a representative 
of the financial, commercial, and industrial 
interests of all parts of the country. Those 
men are solicitous to get the codperation of 
the Chicago board of trade, of the Com- 
mercial association, and other local associa- 
tions of 4 commercial character. They are 
hopeful that the organizations in question 
will consent to send delegates to the yearly 
meetings of the national board.

The increase in the 
production of gold and silver which followed 
the discovery of the rich mines of America 
caused during the sixteenth century a de- 
cline in the value of those metals in Europe 
which Adam Smith estimated at 66 2-3 per 
cent. They never rose or declined with 
anything like equal rapidity before or since, 
but of course every considerable alteration 
in their rate or cost of production is 
bound, other things equal, to have a propor- 
tionate, effect upon their valne. But gold is 
now the basis of the financial system of 
every civilized country, and every reduction 
in its value must tend to raise prices and 
scale down debts a!l over the world. 

Fortunately the value of gold depends not 
only npon the rapidity and cost of its pro- 
duction but also upon‘the demand for it, and 
as the wealth of the world asa whole is aug- 
menting at an unprecedented rate the de- 
mand for gold both as a luxury and in the 
form of money fs bound rapidly to increase. 
While, therefore, increasing supply is tend- 
ing to pull the value down, increasing de- 
mand will tend to pull it up, and it will be 
subject to no fluctuations so violent as seri- 
ously to affect existing conditions,

As long as France kept her national purse 
open to Russia and lived up to her profes- 
sions of devotion to her ally on the banks 
of the Neva, Prince Louis Bonaparte was 
kept in the background by the czar, and was 
not even permitted to join the forces in the 
field in Manchuria during the recent war with 
Japan, lest by distinguishing himself as a 
Russian commander he should become, 
through military fame and prestige, a dan- 
ger to the republic in France. Since last 
summer, however, the altered relations be- 
tween I'rance and Russia have led the em- 
peror to refrain from showing any longer 
such consideration for the feelings of the 
people ‘in power at Paris, and it is notewor- 
thy that just at the moment when the Fran- 
co-Russian alliance has reached almost the 
breaking point, and when Muscovite states- 
men of the importance of Count de Witte 
are publicly contrasting the friendship 
shown to Russia by Germany during the 
recent war with the indifference of France, 
Emperor Nicholas should have selected 
Prince Louis Bonaparte of ali his generals 
not only to command in chief the troops of 
the Caucasus but likewise to assume the 
office of viceroy. 

The Caucasus is at the present moment the 
most disturbed portion o: the Russian em- 
pire. Chaos reigns, and among the principal 
sufferers are the Rothschilds and all those 
other great foreign capitalists who have in- 
vested money in Russian industries. Should 
the prince succeed in restoring order he will 
earn the good will thereby of the most in- 
tluential element in the old world—namely: 
the financial and industrial element, whose 
good opinion will be of inestimable value to 
him should he ever yield to the entreaties 
of the Bonapartists, and indeed of the en- 
tire monarchical party in France, and at- 
tempt to overthrow the republic and to bring 
about a restoration of the throne at Paris.

What the bourgeoisie and the industrial 
classes who constitute the backbone of Paris 
dread beyond everything else is the inability 
of the government to preserve order and to 
protect life and, above all, property from so- 
clalistic and anarchistic outrages of the kind 
that almost reduced all Paris to ashes in 1871, 
and should the republic ever show itself in- 
capable of preserving order the people inter- 
ested in the trade and industry of France 
would welcome the advent of a man such as 
Prince Louis, who would have the vigor and 
energy as well as the boldness to deal with 
the situation.

Should Prince Louls. Bonaparte win his 
spurs in the Caucasus as a commander and 
as an able administrator, he will become a 
eerious menace indeed to the French repub- 
lic—a menace which the people in power at 
Paris thoroughly realige. It is not so long 
ego that one of the most eminent statesmen 
of the republican party in France, a man who 
has held high office, and who in the natural 
order of things is likely to hold it again, re- 
marked in the course of conversation: ‘If 
rrince Louis Bonaparte landed at Marseilles 
today, walked into the nearest barracks, and 
exclaimed, ‘lam Gen. Bonaparte of the Rus- 
sian. army... 
czar. Now shoot me if you like,’ there are 
few. soldiers or officers of the Frencn army 
who would not cry ‘ Vive l’empereur,’ and 
place their services at his disposal, for better 
or for worse. Our government—in fact, all 
responsible people in France—know this per- 
fectly.’’ 

The statesman was then asked what the 
socialists would say to any such move on 
the part of the prince. “ They would accept 
him—that is, the bulk of them would. When 
the prince was in Paris a year or two ago, 
some twenty or thirty radical and socialist 
delegates, representative men every one of 
them, called upon the prince. What he said 
to them is unknown. But they came away 
deeply impressed, and ever since they have 
referred to him serene! with the utmost 
respect.’ 

The statesman went on to say: “ You see, 
he has so many things in his favor—the 
mighty name, the imperial rank, fully recog- 
nized at every court in Europe, and, above 
all, the masterful personality. Personality 
is everything in France. The prince's very 
coldness, reserve,,and absence of tordlality 
have had the effect of strengthening his po- 
sition as the coming man in France.”

Prince Louis and Nicholas II. have long 
been intimate friends and cronies. The czar 
has but to give the word ** Go ”’ to the prince, 
or even a mere nod, and ** Gen. Bonaparte ”’ 
would appear in France no longer as a mere 
visitor but as a leader of the movement for 
the restoration of the Napoleonic empire. 
There is little doubt that the army would 
be for him to a man, while if he makes any- 
thing like a success as viceroy of the Cau- 
casus, and manages to restore order there, 
he will be able to count upon the support 
of all that vast body of French capitalists 
and financiers, such as the Rothschilds, who 
have millions tnvested in and around Baku. 

That is why there is so much meaning in 
ihe appointment of Prince Louis Bonaparte 
as governor general of the Caucasus, and 
it is of interest to recall that he is a first 
cousin not only of the king of Italy and the 
king of Portugal but likewise of the present

O many people derive pleasure from the 
use of the automobile, so many use it 
for practical business purposes, and 
so much capital has come to be in- 
vested in its manufacture and that of 

the various appliances which go with and 
form an essential part of it, that it is dimi- 
cult at this time, when the auto fever is at 
its height, to inquire into its raison d’étre on 
the public streets and highways without 
exciting resentment in extended circles. 

Some persons are unable to see why they 
may not exercise the freedom of locomotion 
along the public thoroughfares, in any kind 
of conveyance which suits their-inclination, 
without stopping to consider that this Is 
only true provided their mode of locomo- 
tion does not interfere with the safe use 
of the thoroughfares by other persons hav- 
ing an equal right to their freedom whether 
they be on foot or riding in ordinary vehicles 
drawn by horses. 

Liberty in a state of society does not mean 
the right to pursue one’s sweet will without 
regard to whether it conflicts with the safety 
or general welfare of the remaining mem- 
bers of it having equal rights. If it did the 
laws preventing the storing of gunpowder 
in certain places, firing of guns, the running 
at large of swine, the driving of horned cat- 
tlef racing horses, or passage of railway 
trains through the public streets, and a 
hundred other wise laws and ordinances in 
restraint of the citizen’s entire liberty of 
action would have to be consigned to the 
waste basket. 

~~ 

There are also persons who are such dev- 
Otees at the shrine of progress that they 
tremble at the thought of questioning the 
fullest freedom to the use of inventions 
having for their purpose more speedy loco- 
motion by those who have the means to 
command them. 

Scrious differences of opinion exist, how- 
ever, as to what constitutes progress, and 


it is not always safe to jump at a conclu-. 


sion that every new invention, even in the 
way of rapid locomotion, is the genuine 
article and denotes a rise in the world’s 
methods of doing things. 

It cannot be possible, however, that either 
of these classes is entirely blind to the fact 
that a conveyance as dangerous in its de- 
structive power as the ordinary railroad 
locomotive has been introduced upon crowd- 
ed city streets and frequently traveled coun- 
try roads, in the hands, for the most part, 
of incompetent or ignorant persons, or is 
able to disguise from itself that their intro- 
duction has been followed by accidents so 
frequent and so distressingly fatal as to make 
it apparent that the perils of street life have 
been increased more than 50 per cent since 
their appearance. 

Indeed, it is perhaps not too much to say 
that some of the more conservative of the 
owners of machines and devotees of rapid 
transit are beginning, in a half hearted way, 
to admit that the authorities do possess the 
right to make laws and ordinances subject- 
ing them to some sort of regulation. 

— 

Without reference to what is transpiring 
daily in other cities in the way of auto accij- 
dents, scarcely a day now passes in Chicago 
and its vicinity on which citizens are not 
killed or injured in the public streets, either 
directly or indirectly by means of these mod- 
ern Juggernaut cars, which are increasing in 
mumber every day. 

Whether the running of these locomotives 
—for that is what they are—along the public 
streets and roads is compatible with the safe 
use of them by other citizens, either on foot 
or in, vehicles drawn by horse power, for 
which uses they were originally laid out and 
intended, and, if not, whether the use of them 
by these locomotives is fair or legal, are ques- 
tions which may have to be, sooner or later, 
tried out. At certain times of the day and 
night it is as dangerous to drive along cer- 
tain streets, or cross them on foot, as it would 
be to drive or walk about any of the railroad 


: switchyards surrounding the city. 


~- 

It does not require any great discernment to 
see that popular resentment is steadily in- 
creasing against this method of street loco- 
motion. 

On the European continent autos and their 
occupants are frequently stoned, and some- 
times fired upon. In Great Britain, while the 
same thing is being done to some extent, the 
authorities are just now trying the experi- 
ment of regulating them by the infliction of 
severe penalties. Thus, a man caught ex- 
ceeding the speed limit is, on conviction, fined 
what would be equivalent to $100 here, and 
the conviction is indorsed on his license. 
For the second offense he is fined $200, and 
this conviction is also written thereon. For 
the third offense, besides being fined, he is 
deprived of his license. 

But it is probable that experience will 
prove that no measures, merely in the nature 
of the regulation of the speed of the auto, 
can bring protection to the people in the safe 
use of the streets and roads, for the state of 
the case is about this: ‘*‘ Dangerously pow- 
érful and destructive machines, some of 
them capable of a speed of thirty, forty, 
sixty, or ninety miles an hour, are running 
about the public streets, where pleasure, 
duty, or necessity bring thousands of citi- 
zens on foot and in vehicles every minute 
of the day. 

“ The machines are under the management 
and control of all sorts of people, sometimes

And here’s to the Paul Armstrongs and 
the Edwin Milton Royles of our stage. May 
they continue to give us plays as clean and 
as richly supplied with the sweeter senti- 
ments of humanity as are “ The Heir to the 
Hoorah " and “ The Squaw Man.” And may 
they find many imitators. Seeing these two 
plays of western life within two days, and 
watching the effect they had upon their 
auditors, has séfyced almost to revive confi- 
dence in the future of the American stage. 

We have had so much of the suggestive, 
the problematic, and the socially decadent 
of late years that the return to the whole- 
some, the virtuous, and the virile seems like 
discovering a new field in the dramatic 
realm—a field that is elevated enough to 
have a layer of pure air along its surface, 
the gold of the sunshine over it, and the 
clear blue of heaven above it. Much of the 
swamp muck that we have endured for so 
long has been imported, but our native dram- 
atists, too, have followed the foreign fash- 
ion, and they have {mitated well. 

It is a blessed relief to get back to con- 
templation of the normal and the best that 
is in humanity. And it Is a keen satisfaction 
to be able to say that this cleaner, better 
drama is American, and that it is truly typ- 
ical of what is most genuine and most abun- 
dant in us as a people. 


> 

“ The Squaw Man,”’ which Mr. Faversham 
and his company disclosed to us, is a western 
play of uncommon beauty and of undeniable 
power. It held one of Powers’ most fashion- 
able audiences keenly interested for three 
hours, and it moved that unemotional assem- 
blage in a manner and to an extent wholly 
unusual. Tears will bécome fashionable at 
the theater if such plays as “ The Squaw 


.Man” and “ The Heir to the Hoorah”™ be- 


come as prevalent as it Is probable they will. 
And the tears are not those called forth by 
mawkish sentimentality and misplaced pity. 
They are the healthful ones which no man or 
woman need be ashamed to have seen glis- 
tening on the eyelash. For they are the 
product of simple, true emotions that have 
been stirred. 

Mr. Royle has told an interesting tale of 
an Englishman who takes upon himself the 
blame of a cousin's embezzlement, and going 
to thedar west of the United States becomes 
a ranch owner there. His life is saved by 
an Indian girl who loves him, and he marries 
her. They have one child, a boy, and when 
this lad is 6 years old news reaches the 
father that the cousin has died, and that 
the title to an earldom is his. He longs for 
the home life in England and all that it con- 
tains—the speech of longing is one of the 


finest moments in the play—but the thought 


of his Indian wife and his duty to her causes 
him to refuse to return. The boy is to be 
taken, however, and when the Indian mother 
sees him leave she kills herself. The final 
curtain falls on the bringing in of her dead 
body. It is a story strong in its appeal to 
the sympathies, and the dramatist has suc- 
ceeded in developing and presenting it with 
admirable understanding of ity stage possibil- 
ities, and yet with skillful concealment of 
the purely theatric devices employed. The 
love of rough men for a little child is the 
keynote of the last two acts, and so simply 
and truly is the note sounded that the heart 
of every onlooker at Powers’ last renting 
was touched, .

such laws and ordinances, then there might 
be hope that laws of a regulating character, 
if enforced, might be some slight protection, 
very slight, to the citizen traversing the thor- 
oughfares of the city and country, against 
the dangers which beset him at every point, 
from the deathdealing auto. 

This, however, is expecting too much from 
the majesty of the law. Indeed, even with 
the best of citizens, 
being in possession and control of a machine 


railroad fiyer is too much of a temptation not 
to try its speed on occasions when it is 
thought nobody is looking, and that, too. with 
a full sense of the danger and criminality 
of the act with reference to the safety of his 
fellow men.
